THE FUTURE AND ICS NEEDS, 

As we tutn- our eyes to the fulure if is not 
without hope that the things that need to be 
done will be at least earnestiy‘attempted. The 
history ‘of the past abundantly. justifies that 
hope. If wo. were to name, in no spint of un- 
friendly criticisms, a few of the needs of ‘edu- 
cational work in South China, it would renlly 
be tantamount to a prediction that along these.

tered an intongruaus mixture of nationallties 
fom Georgians to Pe ss. From Tiflis: he 
proceeded to the University of OJdesss, where 
he'is said'to have selected Georginn as the 
foreign language at the examination for de 
‘grees in. 1876. A professor of Georgian had to 
Ue imported ‘by the faculty for the occasion:
